The Central Alberta Shorthorn Club 
held a field day on Thursday at Lacombe, 
when cattlemen from widely scattered 
sections of the west gatnered there and 
visited eight of the outstanding herds of 
the district. 

The herds inspected totalled 
thousand breeding females and a large 
number of young bulls. Some of these 
animals will be seen at the Royal Winter 
Tair in Toronto next November. One ex- 
perienced observer stated that nowhere 
else in Canada could so many high-class 
females and impressive sires of the breed 
be seen in the course of a day’s journey, 

The Lacombe district has long been 
famous for its Shorthorn herds. It has 
supplied breeding stock to all parts of 
western Canada, and not a few winners 
of national and international prizes stand 
to the credit of its stockmen. 

Perhaps that is one reason why the 
Lacombe district knows less about the 
“ups and downs” of the farming business 
than some other parts of the west. Its 
breeders are evidently staying in the busi- 
ness and worthily sustaining the local tra- 
dition.

A GOOD TIME TO CONFER 
The Imperial economic conference will 
resume in Ottawa in August, as 
lanned. 
The reasons for the postponement are 
said to be that Australia and New Zealand 
are experiencing difficult times, and are 
to hold general elections; that South Af- 
rica is unwilling to send delegates; that 
the Indian round table conference 18 
pending, and that the British Government 
is divided on the question of establishing 
a quota on wheat. 

Most of these would seem to be rea- 
sons why the conference 18 desirable, and 
should not be long delayed. The troubles 
in Australia and New Zealand and South 
Africa are basically economic. Canada, 
incidentally, is having difficulties arising 
from the same source. Indian unrest is 


largely due to the grinding poverty of its 
people and the lack of profitable export 
markets. 


When so many of the Empire’s units 
are finding present conditions unsatisfac- 
tory, would appear to be a good time to 
get together and talk over the possibilities 
of a change in the direction of developing 
trade with each other. In what other di- 
rection has any of them so good a chance 
for prosperity? 

l OLD AGE PENSIONS 

Fither Premier Bracken got his figures 
mixed or Premier Bennett changed his 
mind. The Dominion is to pay only 75 per 
cent of the cost of old age pensions, not 
95 per cent as Mr. Bracken understood, 

It is explained this is only a temporary 
wrrangement, and that a completely re- 
vised pension scheme is to be brought in, 
whether at this session of parliament or 
next is not stated. Under the new plan, 
it is to be supposed, the Dominion will 
provide all the money required. Anything 
less than that would be only a per centage 
fulfilment of the promises made during 
the election campaign a year ago. 

It is unfortunate the provinces were 
not told what the intentions of the 
Dominion Government were while the pro- 
vincial budgets were being made up. 
Several of the legislatures assumed that 
the federal authority would make good 
the campaign undertaking immediately, 
and voted only the amounts thought 
necessary to cover the period until the 
Dominion would take over the burden. 

These provinces will now have to make 
un the shortage in the funds by the use 
of vovernor’s warrants, a practice that is 
undesirable and in degree dangerous, Nor 
will the feelings of the provincial govern- 
ments be mollified by Mr, Bennett's 
caustic observation that he was not res- 
ponsible for what the legislatures might 
do in the matter, 

Incidentally, since the Dominion is put- 
ting up only three-quarters of the pension 
money, the municipalities of Alberta will 
have to pay the usual proportion of the 
one-quarter the province has to supply.

price of two meals per day and a bed, 
in return for a day’s work per week. 

That is by no means putting relief mea- 
sures on a ce luxe basis, but it is a step 
in the right direction and a vast improve- 
ment on a steady diet of porridge and a 
bed under the stars, The porridge kitchen, 
of course, is to be kept going as well, 
and a good many who object to that kind 
of nourishment three times per day will 
find it both tasty and wholesome as sup- 
plementing two more substantial meais. 

The new plan represents the minis 
mum that humanity demands, and any 
further changes should be in the direction 
of more, not less assistance. 

The other side of the picture is that, 
in return for the outlay, the city will get 
about six hundred days’ work per week. 
The men, it is to be supposed, will be em- 
ployed on work that is not already in pro- 
gress and that would not otherwise be 
done. 

That amount of labor, properly direct- 
ed, should in the course of a couple of 
months result in a large number of better- 
ments which would not be made in the or- 
dinary course of things. Edmonton's 
streets and lanes should be put and kept 
in better condition this summer than they 
have been for many years. And perhaps 
something can be done toward carrying 
out the park improvement program which 
the burgesses refused to sanction as a 
capital expenditure involving the crea- 
tion of new debt. 

It is to be expected that the Provincial 
and Dominion Governments will make their 
usual contribution to the cost of this new 
but obviously needed measure of relief. 
They could not in decency refuse to do so, 
after admitting their joint responsibility 
last winter by contributing when the ur- 
gency of relief was no greater than it is 
now.
